Four Are Unassigned 

The remaining four ministries 
were asSigned—-one to the Gen- 
eral Zionists, two to the United 
Labor Party, one to the Sephardic 
Community—but the names of 
the candidates were not made 
public pending final acceptance 
by the parties and individuals 
concerned. 


Of the 31 seats on the Council, 
ten were assigned to the Mapai— 
Palestine Labor Party. They will 
be filled by Ben Gurion, Shertok, 
Kaplan, Golda Myerson, Eliahu 
Dobkin, Remez, Abraham Katz- 
nelson; Dr. Abraham Granovsky, 
Mordechai and Shatner. 

The Mizrachi seats were as- 
signed to Rabbis Fishman and 
Wolf Gold and Pinkas; while 
Shapiro and Zorach Warhaftig 
will represent the General Zion- 
ist with the labor wing of the 
General Zionist Party naming 
M. Kolodnt, 

The United Labor Party named 
Berl Repetur, Jacob Riftin, Zvi 
Lurie, Aliya Hadasha, Dr. George 
Lander; Revisionists, Dr. A. Alt- 
man and Segal; the Yemenite 
corfhmunity, Moshe Kabashi; the 
Sephardic community B. Shitrit; 
Agudas Israel, Levin; Poale Agu- 
dah, Benjamin Minz; . Commu- 
nists, Sholom Mikunis; and Rabbi 
Meir Berlin and Helena Kagan 
representing the Jewish National 
Council. 


Revisionists Decide To Join 

The Revisionists, who origin- 
ally refused to enter the provi- 
sional government, changed their 
position after it was learned that 
the Agency had succeeded in 
reaching an agreement with the 
dissident elements. The agree- 
ment is scheduled to be ratified 
at a meeting of the Agency ex- 
ecutive tomorrow, at which time 
the Revisionists will also press 
for greater representation for 
their party on both the Cabinet 
and the Council.

AUTHORITY OVER PARTITION

LAKE SUCCESS, 


'N.Y.—Trygve Lie, seceretary-general of the 


United Nations, this week bluntly challenged the authority of the 
Security Council to change the Palestine partition decision in any 


way. 


Lie issued a report for guidance of the UN Palestine Commis:

U.S, Admits Bid to Arabs 

Rumors that the United States 
still hoped for new attempts to 
“conciliate” Jews and Arabs re- 
ceived partial confirmation when 


a U.S. delegation spokesman ad : 


mitted the U.S. had sent notes to 
the Arab Higher Committee and 
to Arab eapitals asking that’ rep- 
resentatives be sent to the Big 
Five meetings. 

The Lie report said flatly that 
“primary responsibility” in the 
Palestine situation rested with 
the Commission and that the Se- 
curity Council’s powers were lim- 
ited to guidance. 

The report said the commis- 
Sion had the power to imple- 
ment the partition decision 
without Council approval and 
that the Council could not 
change the partition decision. 
The big power committee was 

being termed the Big Four since 
only the United States, Russia, 
France and China were active. 
Great Britain, in the first meet- 
ings at least, stuck to her posi- 
tion of non-participation in dis- 
cussions. 

United States hopes for “con- 
ciliation” were embodied in the 
resolution proposed by Sen. War- 
ren Austin, the American dele- 
gate, over objections of Dr. Abba 
Hillel Silver, chief of the Ameri- 
can Section of the Jewish Agency. 


Silver Sees More Delay 

Under Russian leadership, the 
council has rejected that section 
of the American resolution, to 
the sharp disappointment of some 
U.S. state department figures, Dr. 
Silver had warned that the pro- 
posal would cause “long and dis 
astrous delays and the stultifica- 
tion” of the UN Palestine Com- 
mission. 

Austin’s statement and the ap- 
parent desire of some U.S. back- 
stage figures to press for “con 
sultation” were widely interpret- 
ed as an American effort to 
hedge on partition and stall im- 
plementation as long as possible. 

The council resolution ordered

the Big Five te discuss the prob- 
lem “with a view of implement- 
ing” the partition decision. The 
resolution called on the perman- 
ent members “to consult and in- 
form the Security Council” about 
the Palestine situation. 

The key to the resolution 
was the section providing that 
the Big Five make recommen- 
dations to the Security Souncil 
regarding the guidance and in- 
struction “which the Council 
might usefully give to the Pal- 
estine Commission with a view 
to implementing the _ resolu- 
tion.” 

The 10-day limit contained the 
possibility of a big power show- 
down on the question of an armed 
international force, though the 
agenda adopted at the first meet: 
ing did not specifically provide 
for it. 

Militia on Agenda 

The meeting agreed that these 
questions should be listed on the 
agenda: 

1. setting up an armed militia 
for Palestine; 

2. deciding whether the Pales 
tine conflict represents a threat 
to the peace; 

3. establishing a routine for of- 
fering guidance to the UN Pal 
estine commission, “with a view 
to forming the Provisional Coun- 
cils of Government by April 1” 
in accordance with the partition 
decision.

B nai B'rith Rejection 


In Grass Roots Revolt

EAST CHICAGO, Ind.—An Indiana B’nai B’rith lodge this 


week accused the order’s Grand Lodge of “arbitrary and undemo- 
cratic action” in its rejection of affiliation with the proposed Amer- 
ican Jewish Assembly and demanded a poll of all lodges on the 
issue, 

In what appeared to be the first open rank-and-file revolt against 
the decision of the order’s executive committee, Louis Marshall 
Lodge No. 1130 announced that its members had adopted a reso- 
lution of protest asking reconsideration of the decision. 

Sam Mirovich, president of the Lodge, said copies of the 
resolution had been sent to all lodges in Indiana with a re- 
quest for backing, indicating that the East Chicago lodge was 
determined to lead a fight for reversal of the momentous de- 
cision. 

The lodge blasted as “duplicity” the action of the executive 
committee, taken “without first submitting so important an issue 
to a poll of all the lodges.” 

Action Violates Ideals of Monsky, Says Lodge 

The East Chicago lodge thus joined the numerous critics of 
the decision. Many of the critics have contended that the action 
was a betrayal of the ideals of the late Henry Monsky, longtime 
B’nai B'rith leader and moving spirit in formation of the Ameri- 
can Jewish conference, to which the Assembly was to have been 
a permanent successor. . 

The resolution asserted that the decision “can only give cre- 
dence to the rumors that B’nai B’rith actually was instrumental 
in sabotaging the creation of a permanent Assembly.” 


Demand Publication of Committee Names 

The resolution said the decision was made by a group of anony- 
mous appointees of the Grand Lodge and demanded publication 
of their names. 

“We respectfully urge the Grand Lodge to reconsider its ac- 
tion until it has polled the lodges and considered the results,” the 
resolution concluded. 

The text of the resolution follows: 

WHEREAS, Our late President, Henry Monsky, called into being 
the American Jewish Conference for the purpose of creating 

a united Jewish front for the relief and rehabilitation of Jews 

overseas; and 
WHEREAS, The Pittsburgh Convention insisted on the inclusion 

of the American Scene in the scope of the conference; and 
WHEREAS, The B'nai B'rith gave the impression of its good faith 
and support so that the Chicago Convention, under the Kisen- 
drath Plan which B'nai B'rith supported, such an organization 
was near completion; and 
WHEREAS, After having supported the formation of such an or- 
ganization action was taken by a group appointed by the Grand 

Lodge—names unknown—to secede from participation in this 

proposed permanent assembly, and 
WHEREAS, Such action can only give credence to the rumors that 
B'nai B'rith actually was instrumental in sabotaging the cre- 
ation of a permanent assembly; now therefore, 

IT RESOLVED, By Louis Marshall Lodge No. 1130 of B'nai 
Brith this 17th day of February 1948, that it deplores and con- 
demns, as a departure from the spirit and ideals of Henry Mon- 
sky, the arbitrary and undemocratic action of the executive 
committee of the Grand Lodge of B'nai B'rith for its duplicity 
without first submitting so important an issue to a poll of all 
the lodges; and 

IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we request that the names 
of members of the committee who acted “unanimously” in this 
vital issue be published; and 

IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we respectfully urge the 
grand lodge to reconsider its action until it has polled the lodges 
and considered the results.

Paris Police Discover 
Arms, Funds For Eretz 

PARIS—Ten persons were ar- 
rested this week by police as 
part of a group attempting to 
ship Sten guns, rifles, machine- 
guns, hand grenades and British- 
made bullets to Jewish resistence 
forces in Palestine. Discovery of 
the arms cache destined for Pal- 
estine also revealed large sums 
of money in British and French 
banknotes. 

The arms were discovered in 
the garbage of a rag merchant, 
Eugene Horn, in the La Chapelle 
district of Paris. The police said 
that they surprised the men load- 
ing the supplies for shipment to 
Marseille from where they were 
to be transhipped to Palestine. 
Among those arrested was Jos- 
eph Kohn, said to have been born 
in the United States,

8 Rusty Rifles 
Are “Huge Arsenal” 

MUNICH-—Internationl Refu- 
gee Organization headquarters in 
the American zone of Germany 
has protested the “large arsenal” 
charge of the U.S. Army after 
an American troop raid on the 
Echwege Camp last week. A 
number of buildings were ran- 
sacked and 100 displaced Jews 
arrested. 

The Army later announced that 
a “huge arsenal’ had been dis- 
covered in the camp.

1000 Families Leave Pakistan 

NEW DELHI—Approximately 
1,000 Jewish families have begun 
an ‘exodus from Pakistan to In- 
dia, press reports from Bombay 
received here this week-end state. 
The migration follows in the 
wake of a wave of anti-Jewish 
agitation in the new Moslem 
State which was set off by the 
fighting in Palestine, the reports 
say.

AT THE WASHINGTON’S birthday Zionist Educational cop. 
ference two papers on practical problems hardly elicited much at. 
tention. There were three papers ofa theoretic, academic nature by 
Simon Halkin, Menachem Boraisha and Robert Gordis, and a sum. 
mary by Mordecai Kaplan, which was another academic addresg 
and a good deal of the discussion was in the same category. 

(Incidentally, a misprint crept into my column the other week 
when Boraisha, whom I meant to describe as a “life-long non. 
Zionist” was represented as a “life-long Zionist.”) 

Of the three addresses, Halkin’s was the only one that may be 
termed full-blooded Zionism. It was also the only one which tried 
to tie up theory with practice. 

Halkin’s paper was the first one to be read, but in order to 
appreciate it, one must know what the others said, since he antici- 
pated their arguments.

BORAISHA THINKS that unless you are a Jew the hard way, 
you're not really being Jewish. Living as a minority, suffering for 
your Jewishness, being kicked around from country to country— 
that’s real Jewishness; it is a challenge. That’s what Providence 
has meant you to be. Expulsion from Spain, the 1648 massacres, and 
even the Hitler extermination are not merely misfortunes, but also™' 
Providential methods of turning Jews into Bigger and Better Saints, 
Zionism means being Jewish the easy way—no oppression, no 
bucking a hostile environment, no inferiority complex, no “chalk 
lenge.” Being Jewish in your own Jewish country is not the Jewish - 
way—that’s what Boraisha thinks. 

Gordis and Kaplan are Zionists. Yes, Zionists in a sort of a 
way: American Zionism of 1928 model, though with some minor 
differences. Jewish Palestine is a sort of help to American Ju- 
daism, like an educational summer camp or a mezuzah factory 
in Palestine to supply the American market, or something of 
that nature. Judaism in America without Zionism might be 
somewhat the loser, but it’s doing all right.

HALKIN SEEKS to remind his audience that Zionism means; 
one or both of two basic principles—and he accepts both of thems 

a) So long as Jews live as a homeless people scattered 
among the nations, they are never anywhere fully secure, 
Persecution is likely to overtake them in one form or another © 
whenever there is stress. This idea was first expressed by | 
Pinsker in 1882 and later by Herzl in 1895. 

b) Under modern conditions, Jews cannot develop a cre- — 
ative and vigorous Jewish culture, except in their own Home- : 
land. The vitality of the Jewish culture produced in the Jewish — 
Homeland may strengthen Jewish culture in the Diaspora, This 3 
is the “Cultural Zionism” expressed by Achad Ha-am.

accept the first tenet. They considered such thought un-American) | 


But they have always embraced cultural Zionism and have madé 
it, theoretically, at least, their main Zionist principle. But, he claimg# 
they have watered it down so much that there is hardly anything? 
left of it. Let me quote: : 

“Even with regard to Cultural Zionism, the American inte 
lectual Zionist prefers to regard American Jewry as definitely ex” 
cluded from Zionist ideological diagnosis. Somehow American Jewry 
is assured of its own great cultural future as Jewry.” 

Note that Halkin blames “the American intellectual Zionist,” 
meaning those who hold themselves out as the theoreticians of 
Zionism in this country. He seems to imply, although he does not 
say it in so many words, that the rank-and-file Zionist does not 
necessarily follow such views. In my view, the average American 
Zionist takes it for granted that the natural habitat of Jewish cul- 
ture is Palestine and not America. Even with regard to Herzlian 
Zionism, he is less sure of his security here than he used to be. At 
any rate, as far as Europe and Asia are concerned, he accepts the 
idea that the only place for the Jews is Palestine. 

ie 
Halkin seems to realize this when he says that “American 
Jewry seems ripe for Zionism. The leadership must only be 
courageous enough to recognize the fact.” 

While Halkin admits that American Jewry is psychologically 
“ripe for Zionism” in the sense of accepting the basic ideas of Herdl 
and Achad Ha-am, he complains that in practice, the Zionist move 
ment in America has never sought to teach these ideas and has 
concentrated on the urgent practical problems of financial help and 
political pressure. It has accomplished great things, but it has 
turned American Zionism into a pure pro-Palestinian humanitarian 
ism. He demands that the Zionists in America give courses, train 
leaders and establish an intellectual organ of opinion devoted to 
the preparation of the basic principles of Harzlian and Achad 
Ha-amist Zionism. 


THE GENERAL TEMPER of the conference was such that 
it had no patience with any attempt to discuss practical problems, 
even when they are tied up with theory. Neither Boraisha nor Gor 
dis nor Kaplan nor Mrs. Rosmarin nor most of those who took part 
in the discussion made any attempt even to hint at any steps for 
translating their views into action.

The ire of the Congress was aroused by the 
distribution of a “welcome-card” at an upper 
New York resort “in an attempt to meet a 
communal behavior problem.” 

The Weekly quoted the card, printed in Yid- 
dish and in English, as offering some sugges- 
tions in vacation behavior: 

“Crowding or pushing at baths, springs or 
shops is an unnecessary discomfort. . . . The 
same is true for busses. . . . Avoid forming 
large noisy groups while going through the 
town. Avoid unnecessary and embarrassing 
personal exposure at the Springs. Help us main- 
tain the dignity of the Community by proper 
respect for all Sabbath observances.” 

In sharp comment, the Weekly said that no 
episode in the fight against Anti-Semitism in 
this country was more disgusting and self-

abasing than the efforts made by “these self- 
appointed connoisseurs of good taste” to teach 
Jews “how to behave.” 

The Weekly said it had been assumed that 
such methods were long discarded “because 
Jews had developed the self-respect which finds 
such preaching stupid.” Added the Weekly: 

“We don’t know what genius delved into a 
discredited past for the inspiration for this 
card, though a professional Anti-Semite could 
hardly have done any better.” 

The Weekly said that those responsible for 
distribution of the ‘“‘welcome-card” “still have to 
learn that the most important: element in com- 
batting prejudice is a healthy and decent self- 
respect. Such self-respect would instinctively 
reject such programs based on an acceptance 
and perpetuation of anti-Semitic stereotypes as 
degrading and insulting.” 


The Weekly advised the ADL sponsors of the 
card that “until they learn that elementary les- 
son, they should take a leave-of-absence lest 
they do further mischief and damage.”

Lessing Rosenwald’s article in the March 8 Collier’s, “The Fal- 
lacies of Palestine,” seeks to sway the minds of millions against 
Zionism and against his people. And how neatly timed is this stab

in the back, coming as it does just when the Yishuv is locked in 
mortal combat with its foes, when American Jews are mobilizing 


their resources to aid their strick- 
en brethern, and when the United 
States seems to be back-tracking 
in its Palestine commitments, 

Atfirst one is too shocked to 
examine the indictment. But ex- 
amine it we must, lest non-Jews 
and borderline Jews are influ- 
enced by the specious arguments 
here arrayed. 


Nine out of 10 Jews don’t 
understand the significance 
of the UN decision. 

But the Roper Poll disclosed 
that 80 percent of American Jews 
are pro-Zionist. Unless they are 
all blockheads, it can be assumed 
that they did not arrive at this 
Position without study. And, 
with (‘publicity about Palestine 
steadily mounting, it can be as- 
sumed that Mr. Rosenwald’s fig- 
ures are a gross exaggeration. 
In any event. he does not tell 
how he computedehis statistic,

Mr. Rosenwald sniffs that the 
75,000 DPs the Agency claims 
it can admit in 1948 are only a 
fraction of the 250,000 in Europe. 
But no Zionist claims that Pal- 
estine can solve the DP situation 
overnight.

It would be “the 
most impossible task imaginable.” 
But who ever imagined it? Who 
proposed such a thing? And why 
does Mr. Rosenwald raise up this 
straw man? Palestine has never 
been conceived of as a dwelling 
place for all or the most of the 
world’s Jews, but for those who 
must or want to go there. Mr. 
Rosenwald knows this. Then 
what is his purpose in suggest- 
ing that Zionists would like to 
transfer the Jews of the world 
to Palestine? «+ 


Palestine can never be in- 

dustrialized or developed ag- 
ricularally because the country 
has no natural resources and is 
two-thirds desert. 

In belittling the upbuilding of 
Palestine as “paper planning,” 
Mr. Rosenwald doesn’t bother to 
let his readers in on the “secret” 
that tremedous economic strides 


———— 
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have already been made in Pal- 
estine. He ignores the miracles 
already achieved in rural and ur- 
ban developments. Mr. Rosen- 
wald is no expert in this matter. 
But many experts have studied 
the situation, and curiously, none 
of them agree with Mr. Rosen- 
wald’s conclusions, 

If the editors of “Colliers” 
have read the dispatches of 
Frank Gervasi which they 
printed—they could have told 
Mr. Rosenwald that his no- 
tions about the absorptive ca- 
pacity of Palestine are erron- 
ous. Dr. Walter Lowdermilk’s 
assertion in his book, “Pales- 
tine, Land of Promise,” that, 
with a “ordan Valley Authority 
Palestine could accommodate 
an additional four million peo- 
ple, has been published hun- 
dreds of times. The more re- 
cent exhaustive economic sur- 
vey by Nathan & Gauss corro- 
borated this possibility. Per- 
haps Mr. Rosenwald has not 
read these reports. But I doubt 
it. He would rather not talk 
about them, for they invalidate 
his contentions,

The Arabs will exterminate 
the Jews as soon as the Brit- 
ish leave Palestine, etc. 

Yes, they will try—if the UN 
abondons the Jews or refuses to 
authorize a police force or the 
sale of arms to a Jewish militia 
whilst allowing the Arabs free 
access to war materials. But, if 
this happens, it will ultimately 
lead to the collapse of the United 
Nations and the blackout of pecae 
everywhere, as no less an author- 
ity than Trygve Lie has warned. 
And in the resultant conflict no 
one will be secure, whether he oc- 
cupies a hut on a Palestinian 
farm or a luxurious mansion in 
Philadelphia. 


Partition is tantamount to 

a self-imposed ghetto. 
That’s a distortion. A ghetto 
is a restricted area in which a 
group of people are involuntarily 
confined. To say that an indep- 





endent Jewish Palestine, no mat- 
ter how small, will be a ghetto 
is like saying that Mr. Rosen- 
wald is ghettoizing himself be- 
cause he chooses to live in a 
house initead of a dormitory. 


American Jews must make 
their choice between loyalty 
to Palestine or allegiance to the 
United States and decide between 
universalism and nationalism. 
If Mr. Rosenwald rea¥fly under- 
stood the nature of Judaism, he 
would not create these dilemmas 
which exist in his mind. Some 
day he may learn that Judaism 
is more than a denomination; 
that it is a culture, not a cult; 
a family, not just a sect. The 
criteria of Jewishness are mani- 
fold and cannot be reduced to 
one. Even non-religious Jews are 
regarded as Jews. “An Israelite 
—even though he sin—remains 
an Israelite” is the Talmudic dic- 
tum. Mr. Rosenwald’s_ ultima- 
tum would expel numerous Jews, 
e.g., Einstein, from Judaism be- 
cause they are not religiously ob- 
servant. But Israel has never is- 
sued ultimata of this kind. 


A Weird Universalism 

Another salient aspect of Juda- 
ism that Mr. Rosenwald does not 
perceive (nor would he be ex- 
pected to, his Jewish scholarship 
being so meager) is its weltan- 
schauung. His rabbi could tell 
him that in Judaism, the currents 
of universalism and particular- 
ism have always been co-existent, 
Hence, Mr. Rosenwald is in grave 
error when he pictures Judaism 
as being completei; devoid of 
any form of particularisiz. Nor 
does he even believe what he is 
advocating. For though he seems 
to think nationalism is a horrid 
word, and Jewish nationalism es- 
pecially execrable, he himself is 
ultra-chauvinistic toward the 
United States. In his presiden- 
tial address at the Council for 
Judaism’s convention and again 
in the “Colliers” article, his genu- 
flections toward the American 
flag smack of sheer fanaticism. 


The most rabid Zionist could 
not enounce a more intense na- 
tionalism than does this apos- 
tle of universalism. The life 
—and death—of many an 
American Jew illustrates the 
falseness of the belief that sym- 
pathy with Palestine invali- 
dates one’s loyalty to America, 
Greater American Jewish pa 
triots than Mr. Rosenwald have 
been able to thrill to “Hatik- 
vah” without a whit of disloyal- 
ty to their native America—and 
the same can be said for 
those who “thrill” to La Mar- 
seillaise and other hymns of 
freedom.

The non-Zionist head of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
Judge Joseph Proskauer, rightly 
called Mr. Rosenwald’s tactics 
“confusion,” and flatly stated, 
with regard to the possible in- 
consistency between adherence 
to Zionism at what might hap- 
pen in the event of a war be- 
tween the U. S. and a future 
Jewish State.

A Brief Study In Democracy 
ISTORY has an amazing way of repeating itself sometimes. 
Only a few weeks ago the B'nai B'rith scuttled all immediate 
chance for effective national Jewish unity by refusing to participate 
jn the projected American Jewish Assembly. There seems little 
doubt now that the existing American Jewish Conference will ac- 
cordingly fold up. - 7 ; ; 

We go back 42 years in American Jewish history to find that 
the national jJeadership of the B’nai B'rith, in almost precisely the 
same manner, sabotaged what was then a valiant 
attempt to create a democratically constituted 
central Jewish body. Preliminary work had al- 
ready been done by a group of distinguished 
American Jews to bring about the formation of 
an American Jewish Conference (same name), 
and the much-needed unification of American 
Jewry might have taken place in 1906 had it not 
peen for a dissenting statement issued by five 
Jeaders, four of whom “were active and highly 
placed members of the Independent Order of the 
Bai Brith and might well be taken as repre- 
senting the official line of that organization.” 

AS IN 1948, the B’nai B’rith leaders protested their fervent de- 
sire for unity while voiding any effort in that direction. The pro- 

election machinery they dismissed as likely to permit the 
organization to fall into the hands of Russian Jews, who were 
then in the majority, though the statement is diplomatically worded 
at this point. Unless the “conference be composed of the most con- 
servative men, the standing of the Jews in the American nation 
will be seriously affected for the worse,” the statement said. 

THE WITHDRAWAL of the B'nai B'rith constituted a serious 
defection in those early plans, and the organizing committee con- 
sulted on how to meet the difficulty. Louis Marshall was intran- 
sigently in favor of democratic choice of representation. “Let the 
conference go to the people and get its authority from them di- 
rect,” he insisted. But others favored compromise in order to bring 
the B’nai B'rith back. 

Negotiations continued, and pressure from “powerful and in- 
fuential quarters” finally won out. A small, self-appointive com- 
mittee was set up, which assumed the name of The American Jew- 
ish Committee, and democracy in American Jewish life was shelved. 
But even more revealing than B'nai B’rith’s action at this point 
was the speech by the Order’s President, Adolf Kraus. It should 
be read and re-read as indicative of the spirit and temperament 
of certain types of American Jewish leadership. Mr. Kraus said: 

“J believe this cry that you have got to be elected by the 
people is humbug. You cannot get them to elect you. It is abso- 
jutely impossible in this country to unite the Jews on any prop- 
osition, and no matter how many of them you get together, 
there will always be thousands who do not take part in it and 
who will say that you do not represent them. .. . Is it necessary 
that this Committee represent the riff raff and everybody? If 
this Committee represents the representative and high class 
Jews of America, that is enough.” 

THIS IS A shocking statement, but it is forthright, and we 
know exactly what to expect from the American Jewish Committee 
which emerged. B’nai B’rith’s 1948 pronouncement was much more 
innocuous, but it, too, undermined democratic unity in its refusal 
to adhere to the proposed Assembly. The organization is true to 
form.

CLEVELAND RABBI RAPS 








N our town this week there are big festal 
Jewish doings. A home-born-and-bred schol- 
ar and rabbi is being inaugurated as president 
of the Hebrew Union College and the festivities 
thereof last three days with a public dinner at 
the end. A lot of the citizens know President 
Nelson Glueck from the time he was a school- 
boy here. He came out of our public schools, 
our university and our Hebrew Union College 
and during the last decade has been a romantic 
figure who, as archaeologist, was consorting 
with Bible times in the soil of 
Palestine. He had dug up 
Bible towns. 


So the Jewish people of 
our town which, as you 
may have already guessed, 
is Cincinnati, can feel that 
their community has come of 
age, in that from its own Jew- 
ish being it could produce this 
spiritual and intellectual lead- 
er of international renown. Its 
Jewish life appears to have become self-sup- 
porting. The home-town boy had made greatly 
good from the facilities of our own Jewish life. 

& 

We Jews aren’t so many in our town, com- 
pared with big-town Jewish communities else- 
where. We count our Jewish ponulation as 
between 18,000 and 20,000. Jews began to settle 
here about 100 years ago, not an old age at all 
for a segment of-Jewish life. The few tomb- 
stones that still stand in our first Jewish ceme- 
tery—no bigger than a city lot on Chestnut 
street—bear dates of the 1840's. 

IN THESE festivities we are, in a way of 
speaking, celebrating the abundance of our own 
Jewish life, amassed in the 100 years, as well 
as the achievement of the home-born Nelson 
Glueck attaining the presidency of the Hebrew 
Union College. Maybe you will get the impres- 
Sion that we are all Jewish prophets around 
here, toiling toward the abundance of Jewish 
life. We are all kinds and, indeed, you could 
find some of playing gin rummy in homes and 
clubs next Saturday night when as a commu- 
nity we are celebrating Nelson Glueck and the 
local Jewish life in the Hall of Mirrors. 

If we are abundant, it’s due to the fact that, 
early in our life, we had among us a prophet 
to show us the way. He was Rabbi Isaac M. 
Wise, who came here in the 40’s to preach a 
way of Jewish life that was not altogether 
within the walls of the synagogue. (A lot of 
us still worship in the Moorish-style temple he 
caused to be built on Plum street in 1868.) He 
has been called the founder of Reform Judaism 
in the U. S. His way of Jewish life had to do 





. with America and the Jew’s obligation in it as 


cititzen: The Jew must apply his idealism to 
the matters of the general community—his city, 
his nation. He must be no ghetto man. Nation- 
ally Dr. Wise was American and could tolerate 
no other national identity for a Jew in Amer- 
ica, 


ez 
I SHOULD SAY that the Jews of our town 
have done rather well by this prophet. Many of 


those who came under his teaching have zeal- 
ously applied themselves to all that was good 
and of decent repute in the city—to politics 
(the clean side), to public education, to all cul- 
tural enterprises. Their characters were too 
lofty for the barbs of anti-Semitism to reach 
them. (Only the other day I was at a party 
to celebrate a victory of good local government 
and most of the guests were Jews.) 

We didn’t neglect the intra-curricular activi- 
ties of Jewish life. Our community was the 
first to organize a federation of Jewish agen- 
cies. Our religion had to do with all manner 
of serving, outside the couple of Reform tem- 
ples and the dozen or so Orthodox houses of 
worship. We made a synthesis of being Ameri- 
cans and being Jews. 

Dr. Wise looked beyond the time when he 
would no longer be around; there must be 
young American men to be rabbis who would 
carry his torch all over the country. In the 
1870’s he founded the Hebrew Union College to 
train young men for such a rabbinate. 

S 

Thus, early in its life, the Jewish commu- 
nity of our town began to take its character 
as a spiritual and scholarly center. From all 
around the country young men came to it to 
learn for the rabbinate, to grow up in the pro- 
phetic image of Dr. Wise. At first they were 
mainly boys from Reform Jewish families. In 
the more recent years most of them have come 
out of Orthodoxy. They have clothed Reform 
in some of the lovelier ceremonial apparel 
which it had dropped on the way. They have 
touched Reform with the mellower tints of 
their own Orthodox inheritance. 

The liberal mind of Dr. Wise, who was mili- 
tantly non-Zionist, would not resent the fact 
that out of his school Zionist leaders have 
come—Abba Hillel Silver, James Heller, Samuel 
Wohl—the latter two of whom are the current 
rabbis in Dr. Wise’s historic pulpit. When Dr, 
Wise died his place in the presidency of the He- 
brew Union College was taken by another 
rabbi who had come out of Germany—Kauff- 
mann Kohler. Dr. Wise’s ideal of an all-Ameri- 
can rabbinate came to happy fulfillment in 
1921 when, upon the retirment of Dr. Kohler, 
the Illinois-born Julian Morgenstern succeeded 
him. Dr. Morgenstern; rabbi and scholar was a 
graduate of the Hebrew Union College. Yes, 
the mantle of Dr. Wise was taken up by one 
of his own boys. Dr. Morgenstern served in 
the presidency until last year. 

& 

@Now the president is Dr. Glueck, who was 
born in our own West End and who in the 
presidency of the Hebrew Union College flatters 
us with the consciousness that we are the in- 
habitants of one of the few centers of abundant 
Jewish life in the world. It’s fertile enough 
to grow inspired Jewish leaders. 

And we still try to behave in the idealistic 
way Dr. Wise taught, good citizens playing a 
good part in the life of the general community, 
even though Hitler’s ghost haunts the neigh 
borhood nowadays.

TO AN ANXIOUS Jewish 
mother in a camp in Germiany, it 
could m@an nourishing food for 
a hungry child.

Aid Hagonah As Greeks, 
Morse Urges In Senate 

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Sena- 
tor Wayne Morse in a Senate at- 
tack on the State Department’s 
policy on Palestine, declared that 
the Haganah can maintain peace 
in Palestine “if we will support 
it with a fraction of the energy

Number 1 
2% cups flour P 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 4 
% cup sugar 


cup melted butter 
1 eve 


cup milk 


Mix well the flour, baking powder, salt, sugar, butter, egg and milk 


and knead well. Roll the dough out thin, and cut into rounds 2 


inches in diameter. Place a spoonful of Hamantaschen filling in 
centre of each round, draw up three sides, and pinch sides together 
in the form of a triangle. Place on a buttered cookie sheet, and bake

Add egg, stirring it in well, add sugar, and mix 
thoroughly.

Number 2: Prune Filling 


4% pound prunes 2 juice

Dr. Glueck’s 


HE installation of Dr. Nelson Glueck as 

president of the Hebrew Union College in 
Cincinnati this week end can be of unusual 
importance from the standpoint of the emerg- 
ing adulthood of the American Jewish Com- 
munity. 

Unquestionably Dr. Glueck’s installation 
heralds a new era for Reform Judaism in the 
United States. But the occasion should have far 
greater Significance for the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity as a whole, if the college plays the 
role it should in the development of an Ameri- 
can type of Judaism, 

As far as the Hebrew Union College is con- 
cerned the pattern of the American Jewish 
community is already established. The Zionist 
fight is no longer an issue, and other problems 
which fifteen years ago disturbed and dis- 
tracted the religious leadership of U.S. Jewry 
no longer are pressing, 

The Post believes that U.S. Jewry is al- 
ready farther along the path of a religious re-

vival than most of its leadership realizes. Here- 
in the Hebrew Union College, if it seizes the 
opportunity, can play an even more important 
role than it has up to this point. 

What is required is strong leadership, The 


. rabbi of today and tomorrow, if a creative Jew- 


ish community is to evolve, must fight against 
the forces in the Jewish group which would 
fashion him to its will, as has been the case 
too often in the past. Instead of shaping the 
destiny of the Jewish community, the rabbi 
has gone along and been pressed into the mold 
his congregation made for him. The results of 
this submissive defeat we see all about us. 
So Dr. Glueck and the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege have a real role to play. On how well the 
college and the other Jewish seminaries under- 
stand their role and play it, depends to a great 
extent, the future of Judaism in America, The 
U.S Jew is ready to drop his indifference and 
no longer wants to deny his Jewishness or his 
heritage. What he needs now is leadership. 


Irresponsible Anglo-Jewish Journalism 


E unfounded charges by the Jewish Ex- 
aminer of Brooklyn, and The Sentinel 

of Chicago, against thc B’nai B'rith and the 
American Jewish Committee are nothing short 
of irresponsible, The Examiner sees a “B'nai 


_ Brith Plot Against Unity” and The Sentinel 


charges the Committee with establishing “a 
huge monopoly which practically amounts to 
dictatorial control.” Neither paper presents 
any evidence at all to substantiate the charges, 
but proceeds by the kind of inaccuracies and 
innuendoes which are totally objectionable. 


Threats of these two papers are such fla- 
grant violations of journalistic trust that they 
cannot be allowed to pass unanswered, 


The B'nai Brith either did right or wrong 
when it decided to stay out of the new Amer 
ican Jewish Assembly. But it did have a per- 
fect right to make its decision. To accuse the 
order of a plot, and the organization’s leader 
ship of Machiavellian motives, all without any 
proof, is unethical journalism, 

As for The Sentinel, it not only has no 


proof, but it bases its ridiculous charges on 
downright inaccuracies, 

“Through the National Federation of Com- 
munity Councils and Welfare Funds, it (The 
American Jewish Committee) exerts a 
stranglehold on Jewish philanthropy.” 

The Sentinel’s editor, J. L. Fishbein, should 
know that there is no such organization as 
the National Federation of Community Coun- 
cils and Welfare Funds, He means the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds. But 
to charge that the CJFW is under the dom- 
ination of the American Jewish Committee is 
worse than dangerous nonsense. 

Anglo-Jewish journalism suffers by these 
outrages. When The Menorah Journal in a 
well-documented article exposed some activi- 
ties of the United Jewish appeal in New York, 
they were applauded for their courage and 
their assiduity. They earned respect for the 
Anglo-Jewish press, But irresponsible journal- 
ism which borders on vindictive journalism 
will quickly destroy the little reputation Anglo- 
Jewish journalism retains,

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FRANK WRONG, SHE SAYS; ZIONISTS 
MUST LEAD IN U. S. JEWISH GROWTH 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Shudders may run through M. 
g. Frank’s column, “New York,” 
at the mention of the recent ZOA 
education conference, but I am 
encouraged by the “hindsight, 
insight and foresight” operating 
in such a convocation. 

Just plain “hindsight” is ap- 
parent in a conference which 
considers the need for an Ameri- 
can Jewish religious renaissance 
at this time. It calls to mind the 
validity which history has given 
to Theodore Herzl’s prediction: 
a return to Zion must be preceded 
py a return to Judaism. We of- 
ten mistakenly attribute much of 
present ZOA strength to the im- 
pact of Europe’s tragedy, forget- 
ting that the influence of that 
holocaust on the jump in Zion- 
ist spirit here has been really in- 
direct. Anyone associated with 
Zionist education knows that the 
demands made upon us by the 
plight of our brethern has im- 
pellel many American Jews to 
remove long un-used religious 
values from the shelf, re-evaluate 
them, and THEN proceed to a 
Zionism, enduring because it is 
grounded in Judaism. 

Can “these things called Zion- 
ism and Palestine,” which Mr. 
Frank feels we should spend the 
next 10 years explaining to the 
adult Jews of America, be separ- 
ated from something called Jud- 
aism? How can we develop in- 
terest in Palestine, without an 
understanding of the “Promised 
Land” idea, Mr. Frank, and how 
can we comprehend Zionism 
without an emotional response to 
that peculiar bond uniting world 
Jewry? ... 

It may be true that SOME non- 
religious Jews may lend lasting 
support to Zionism, while SOME 
devout Jews may turn away 
from it entirely. It may be. I 
must maintain with D. Leo 
Baeck, however, that among the 
masses of people, the one thing 
that distinguishes Jews from 
their fellows is their Judaism. 
Zionism, a distinctively Jewish 
phenomenon, requires distinc- 
tively Jewish minds and hearts, 
to a large extent. 

It seems difficult therefore, to 
accept Frank’s statement that 
ZOA conferences on education for 
Judaism “have nothing to do 
with the practical problems fac- 
ing the Zionist,’ because such a 
debate is “for the few.” Every 
national conference, Mr. Frank, 
escapes the attention of large 
numbers of American Jews, but 
it is almost axiomatic that when 
conferences do not meet, decis- 
fons cannot be reached. The ZOA 
convocation, moreover, can be of 
great ultimate importance, be- 
cause it is not discussing the 
possible CREATION of a trend 
towards Jewish renaissance but 


sibility of CHANNELING a 
trend already noticeable, 

That trend needs channeling, 
too, because it often shows it- 
self in psychological confusion, a 
yearning for knowledge, but a 
lack of direction. During the 
past year I have been trying to 
give such direction through a 
course in basic Judaism to two 
study groups, one sponsored by 
my temple, and one by Hadassah. 

Lastly, I feel encouraged, not 
alone by the “hindsight,” and “in- 
sight” operating in the education 
conference, but also by the “fore- 
sight” of its leaders. Future ZO 
A problems of membership, loy- 
alty, and spiritual endurance can 
be resolved only when Zionists, 
are fortified with an appreciation 
of Jewish values, 

The supply of Zionist recruits 
who could be reached by the ap- 


peal of tragedy in Europe and. 


Palestine has been exhausted, in 
my opinion. The fact that so 
many American Jews are un- 
touched still by this appeal is in 
itself cause for alarm as to the 
need of an American Jewish ren- 
aissance. Generally, speaking, 
Jews who are starved for a part 
in the Jewish religion and way 
of life are simply not to be 
reached in large numbers by 
Zionism, 

Even for those already within 
the Zionist ranks, it will be tough 
sledding to keep interests and 
loyalty high when the day-to-day 
tensions of Arab raids and for- 
eign interferences are at an end. 
The transition from relief to re- 
habilitation is a difficult one,, at 
best, for all peoples. That is the 
factor behind prolonging of short 
sighted dole and D. P.systems in 
Europe and delay of long-range 
foreign economic aid programs. 
How much easier it is to give re- 
lief to hungry children, than to 
supply Europe and Palestine 
with the funds, machinery and 
“know-how” over a 10 or 20 year 
period, so that they may feed the 
hungry themselves! It takes real 
spiritual direction to keep peo- 
ple doing what Alice Miller ‘calls 
“the small, dull tasks that make 
a nation strong.” 

Since our common denominator 
will be Judaism, American Jewry 
will receive manifold religious 
and cultural gifts from Palestine. 
What peculiar gifts shall we give 
in return? To what did Dr. Sil- 
ver refers last July at the New 
York convention when he said, 
“American Jews have more to 
give than just money?” American 
and Palestine Jewries will need 
each other’s best minds and 
hearts within and beyond the 
next 10 years. We must be able 
to do our share, 

The vision of ZOA educators 
is found, too, in the recognition

FOR NEWCOMERS TO NATION'S CAPITOL 


National Jewish Post 
WASHINGTON — The curious 
position of Washington as the Na- 
tion’s Capital invests the Jewish 
Community Center here with 
functions and responsibilities be- 
yond the normal scope of an 
American city’s Jewish gather- 
ing place. As host to the nation’s 
transient Jewish population in 
Washington, the Center takes on 
the added role of providing for 
the welfare and recreation of 


thousands of Jewish Govern- 
ment workers in the Nation’s 
Capital. 


The day a Jewish Federal em- 
ployee comes to Washington, the 
Center becomes his best friend. 
If he or she is without relatives 
or acquaintences in Washington, 
the Center finds a room or apart- 
ment—usually with a Jewish 
family. It helps the employee 
establish necessary contacts with 
various Government depart- 
ments, furnishes a list of syna- 
gogues for the stranger, main- 
tains a certified list of kosher 
restaurants and provides much- 
needed recreation facilities. 

With friendly help but with- 
out compulsion, the Center 
eounsels the Federal worker 
newcomer to Washington on 
the clubs and organizations he 
might join with profit to him- 
self. In fact, it sets up the 
elubs for Government workers 
within the building. Its Cross- 
roads Club is a heterogeneous 
eomposite of young Jewish men 
and women from all over the 
country who never knew each 
other until they came to Wash- 
ington and joined the club—and 
the Center, 

The Center doesn’t announce it- 
self as a “shodchen,” but it’s a 
fact that more than 100 couples 
have met, courted and married 
there. Annually the Crossroads 
must be reorganized in diffidence 
to the average of five couples 
within its membership who 
marry each year.

come to the Center have many 
common problems which make 
for easy acquaintenceship. They 
work for the same employer— 
Uncle Sam—and all face the mu- 
tual task of adjustment in a city 
with a comparatively small Jew- 
ish native population. 

Officials of the Center say 
very few complaints are heard 
from Jewish Government work- 
ers, an indication that their ad- 
justment here is a relatively 
smooth process. If so, at least - 
pert of the credit must go to 
the Center for its solicitous 
help which frequently is_ be- 
yond the normal functions it 
establishes for itself. 

For example, on Passover the 
Center makes an especial effort 
to place Federal workers with 
Jewish homes for the traditional 
Seder. For those. remaining, the 
Center holds a community-wide 
Seder to which everyone—Gov- 
ernment workers and others— 
are invited. 

The Center’s illustrious his- 
tory would indicate that it’s the 
best-known host in town. Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt frequently 
visited there while her late hus- 
band was President. Senators 
and Congressmen by the hun- 
dreds have visited the Center, 
frequently seeking out the ad- 
vice of lobby sitters on current 
Jewish problems. The annual 
“sports night” might find any 
celebrity from Joe Louis to Babe 
Ruth—both have appeared—in 
attendance. 


Even when Government work- 

ers who met and married at 
the Center move out of town, 
they keep in touch with the 
Center. “The Center will al- 
Ways seem like home to us,” 
one couple wrote. “Somehow 
we wish we were back there 
now.” At least ten couples who 
met at the Center re-visit the 
place each year for old time’s 
sake. 

In addition to Government 
workers, celebrities also remem- 
ber the Center. Last year Agi 
Jambor, world-famous pianist 
who had been living in Washing- 
ton since the Nazis came to her 
Budapest home, asked the Cen- 
ter to help her get back on the 
concert stage. It did. She per- 
formed on a Town Hall concert, 
went from there on a world tour. 
When she returned to Washing- 
ton, she asked the Center if there 
was anything she could do to re- 
pay it. That’s why she gave a 
free concert at the Center last 
week, with the proceeds going 
to the relief of victims of Nazi 
concentration camps,

HE big topic of the day in New York City this week is the de 

feat Notre Dame plastered on N.Y.U.’s basketeers after they 
had compiled a record of 19 straight wins. As usual the contest 
was a hard played one in which fifty fouls were called. Mixed with 
the rough playing was a smattering of good, smart basketball which 
really thrilled the crowd. Were it not for one bad spot in the game 
all parties would be happy today. That is N.Y.U. would be as happy 
as a team can be after sustaining its first defeat. 

For the first time in the long rivalry between these two schools 
blows were struck by the participating players. In the second half 
Don Forman fouled Paul Gordon of the Fighting Irish. As Gordon 
walked to the foul line he was seen to mutter something to Forman, 
The latter rushed at Gordon with clenched fists and was ready tg 
slug the visiting player. Cooler heads intervened and Forman wag 
restrained from belting his opponent. Referee Matty Begovich 
asked Donnie to shake hands with Gordon before play was con. 
tinued. Don refused and while Begovich pleaded with him to make 
up with Gordon the fans howled, “You can’t take it but you can 
dish it out, huh?” Litle did they know of the anti-Jewish insult 
which Gordon allegedly hurled at Forman, 

- 

FORMAN WAS eventually evicted on fouls and when he walked 
off the floor ten seconds before the contest ended he was seen en 
tering his dressing room with tears trickling down his cheeks. After 
the game newspapermen asked him what transpired on the playing 
floor but he was ndncommital. His teammates were not so re 
strained and informed the writers exactly what Gordon called the 
Violet star. 

It is extremely doubtful that an issue will be made of the 
situation. Unlike the case last year when Wyoming Coach 
Everett Shelton hurled racial invective against the City College 
boys, this is an instance where an isolated player did the in. 
sulting. We know that the heads of Notre Dame will be sorry 
to learn of the incident since they do not condone that sort of 
thing. Coach Moose Krause of the Fighting Irish five will prob- 
ably have a few words to say to Gordon once he learns the 
story. Moose doesn’t go in for that type of individual and makes 
no bones about it. 

We discussed the matter with Walter Kennedy, former Notre 
Dame publicist now with the B.A.A., and feel that he has fingered 
the matter correctly. “After all,” he maintains, “what are you going 
to do? Censure the whole school because one foolish player spouts 
the talk of the intolerant? Gordon comes from Baltimore where 
he was steeped in intolerance towards minority groups. If it’s in 
his character it naturally comes out in moments of stress. I guess a 
lot of our alumni body will be sorry to learn of his actions. He cer. 
tainly doesn’t represent the typical Notre Dame student.”

WE LIKE TO THINK that Kennedy rather than Gordon is 
typical of the student body at the Catholic institution. Walt is 
active in communal life in Stamford, Conn., where he resides. He 
has acted in public relations capacities for Jewish organizations 
operating in that city.

A Cause for Rejoicing 

THREE-DAY program of festivities during the current week 
end will highlight the inauguration of Dr. Nelson Glueck as 
the fourth President of the Union Hebrew College in Cincinnati. 
the college, the training school of Reform rabbis in America, is 
naturally quite proud of the occasion. But the Jewish community 
of Cincinnati also takes a special pride in this event, for it marks, 
as Al Segal puts it in his column, its own coming of age. The new 
president of, the. Union Hebrew College is a local boy, born and 
pred in Cincinnati, 

Cincinnati is a small Jewish community, comparatively speak- 
ing. At least a dozen communities outrank it in terms of Jewish 
population. Nor is it one of the oldest Jewish settlements in the 
country. Many others are its seniors in point of time. And yet Cin- 
cinnati constitutes one of the major Jewish centers in the U.S., a 
stronghold in the spiritual geography of American Jewry. In this 
it merely illustrates an old truth, demonstrated over and over again 
in the annals of Jewish history. : 


For a Jewish community gains its primary importance not 
from the size of its population, nor from its wealth, nor from 
its political influence. Its vital statistics, its millionaires’ row, its 
gallery of political potentates, from wardhealer to mayor or gov- 
ernor, actually count for very little in the long run. The criterion 
which Jewish history applies to a Jewish community is its con- 
tribution to the sum total of its spiritua] treasury. It asks: What 
institutions of learning does it maintain? What scholars has it pro- 
duced, and what scholars does it harbor in its midst? What library 
has it built? How are the Jewish ideals of social responsibility 
reflected in its structures in its giving, in its living? 


: 

The Hebrew Unon College is the headquarters of the Reform 
movement. It matters little, though, in this instance, whether one 
is an adherent of this movement or whether one belongs to one 
of the other wings of American Judaism. In the bleak picture of 
present day Judaism, following the gory amputation of a whole 
world and a whole continent, the Cincinnati institution is a heart- 
warming spot, radiating light and hope. Its celebration thus be- 
comes an occasion for rejoicing for every Jew who is concerned 
with assuring a meaningful continuity to Jewish life in America.

The Heart of Her People

Modern conditions, making for geographical distance, language 
differences, false standards of living and a “businesslike” detach- 
ment, not infrequently transform a person essentially warmhearted 
and sympathetic into a smug coldblooded shirker.

Lerner’s Sensitive Nose Slow Progress of Bill for DPs 
Admission Worries Senate Backer

RICHMOND, Va.—Speaking 


at the State United Jewish Ap- 
peal Conference, Max Lerner, 
editorial director of PM, said 
the “atmosphere is poisoned by 
three smells in the air today.” 
The first, he said, is that of 
6,000,000 dead bodies—the Jews 
were the first to fall victim of 
Nazism—in Europe. 

The second is the smell of oil 
in Palestine, and the third is 
the smell of cynicism regarding 
.'alestine in Washington and at 
Lake Success, he said. 

“It is no longer a question of 
Arabs against Jews in Pal- 
estine,” Mr. Lerner went on. 
“It is the question of the sur- 
vival of the United Nations 
itself. If the United Nations 
cannot meet this clear-cut and 
dramatic test now, it will not 
meet any others in the future.” 

The Arabs have declared war 
on the United Nations, and in 
fighting the United Nations 
General Assembly decision on 
partition in Palestine they are 
threatening the peace of the 
world, Mr. Lerner continued. 





Times Against Delay; 
For Action on Partition

NEW YORK-—Immediate and 
swift action by the Security 
Council toward implementing the 
zeneral Assembly’s partition de- 
cision was demanded by the N. 
Y. Times in an editorial in its 
March 8 issue, 


Referring to the delay by the 
action of the Security Council in 
asking the Big Five to consider 
the problem and to submit its 
report within 10 days, the Times 
said it did not “‘believe 10 days 
should be needed or ought to 
be wasted while blood flows in 
Palestine and the situation there 
steadily degenerates.” 


To avert “the impending cal- 
amity,” the paper urged that 
the U. N. “forthwith urge the 
British mandatory power to 
grant Haganah, the Jewish mili- 
tia in Palestine a de Jure status 
in place of the de facto status al- 
ready reluctantly accorded” and 
that the international organiza- 
tion should “urge the United 
States and other U. N, member 
countries to lift any embargo 
they may have placed on the sup- 
ply of arms to the legal Zionist 
militia.”
